on in the day, and the matter of Long 
Beach joining this county, should they 
be left out of Los Angeles c o u n ty , was 
discussed. 
Mr. Reed said that in talk­ 
ing the proposition over with these 
fourteen of Long Bench's most promi­ 
nent business men, they were given 
to understand that tkey looked upon 
the matter in a veiy favorable and 
friendly light. A a solution was adopt­ 
ed by that organization 
which

pressed their fe e lin g in the matter, 
and was very favoraffle to the scheme. 
Mr. Reed also said tlgjat the sentiment 
in W h ittier and in $hat country was 
equally as favorable; 
Worthy of conim eli in this regard 
was the statement $y L. H. W allace 
of Newport Beach, Jn regard to his 
former opposition to 
the 
proposed 
plan of asking Long; Beach, and that 
territory to join the county on the 
grounds that it would be an injury 
to the prospects of, the development 
of the Newport Harbor. 
He said that 
he was no longer »Ll'osed to it, but 
now was in favor -of it. because he 
considered it a good, business proposi­ 
tion to this county.2 
There was considerable discussion 
as to the amount of development in 
the proposed strip. 
Also in regard to 
the rate of taxation both in the pro­ 
posed strip of annexation, and in this 
county. 
District A&orney S. M. Davis 
pointed out the la^ in the matter of 
annexing a portion tpf another county 
which had certain *1>onds and special 
taxation.

The next business before the meet­ 
ing was probably ih e most important, 
or at least as inijresting. 
It was the 
matter of good Toads. 
For a good 
while in the pas»* there has been lots 
of talk over the-%ooci roads. 
Almost 
every one seemed, in favor of the 'coun­ 
ty voting bonds Tor them. 
Now that 
the state has vited $18,000,000 
for 
good roads throughout the state, it 
has somewhat disturbed things. 
Dr. 
G. H. Dobson, wfibo seems to he one 
of the leading gobd roads boosters in 
the county, and chairman of the com­ 
mittee in the Aijsociated Chamber of 
Commerce of gobd roads, was called 
upon to discuss Ih e matter. 
| 
Dr. Dobson sa^d in regard to 
the 
matter, that as far as he was 
con­ 
cerned he was not just certain just 
what action th is‘county should do in 
this matter. 
He- said that 
he 
had 
heard and upon Avhat he considered 
good information., that the state en­ 
gineers would n5t be down in this 
part of the state'1 to even locate the 
roads, until at least two years. 
He 
said further that from a communica­ 
tion published in the Anaheim Gaz­ 
ette, that it would be about ten years 
before they were completed. 
He said 
* that in the bill that was passed, it 
I was provided that the state Highway 
; Commission had the matter of route, 
and of the construction to decide. He 
j pointed out that the county would be 
taking chances of getting a very poor 
job done, if it had to wait, and fur­ 
thermore it is not known just how 
long this county would have to wait. 
The course that Dr. Tfobson pointed 
out in his opinion the best, was for 
this county to relinquish its right to 
the good roads provided for in the 
act. 
The act provides that a road 
shall be built from one end of the 
state to the other. 
He said that it 
was certain that the road would not 
be built along the coast down by New­ 
port. on account of the expense 
in 
bridging the bay. 
Therefore he said 
that it was a matter of doubt to him 
that the commission would 
expend 
much time and money in building a 
road down through this valley, when 
the course was just as direct and as 
close through 
the Elsinore 
valley. 
His main idea was that all of these 
Southern California - counties 
should 
get together and br.ing as much 
in­ 
fluence as possible to bear 
on 
the 
State Highway Commission to 'come 
down here and make an investigation, 
and so post these counties in regard 
to the proposed course. 
The most im ­ 
portant point was that if this county 
should relinquish its right to the im­ 
provement under this act, they would 
not be subject to the tax for

work. 
He said that Orange county 
would have to pay abtfut one and five- 
eights per cent of the $18,000,000, and 
interest at the rate of 4 per cent.

W hen six months had passed and there had been invested in 
the 
business about Sixty-five Thousand Dollars it dawned on the 
owners 
that good m ilk coukl not be produced and retailed at the then prevail­ 
ing price (8 cents a quart) but there had been too much money already 
invested to give it up and for a considerable time thereafter the business 


was run at a direct daily loss. 
•Mr. R aitt si ill believed that the business could be made to pay and 
when arrangements had been completed to provide more cash capital 
the whole business was sold to him, whereupon, when he had completed 
all the plans for sanitation and purity he invited the people to a ban­ 


quet in his cow barn.
